A TALENTED THIEF. 



A Confidence Man Who Worked thoCIUos 
of the Country, Iarladlns; 
Louisville. 

8t. Paul, Mikn., Oct 14.— Deputy 
wardens and penitentiary guards have 
scoured the country today in rain look- 
ing for Frank P. Ladders, alias Wilbur 
James, the noted confidence man, who 
escaped from Stillwater penitentiary last 
evening. The general opinion seems 
to be that he had help from the outside, 
as he has many friends and acquaintan- 
ces in the Northwest. The history of 
Landers' career reads like a romance. 
He is a handsome fellow, of engaging 
manners and well educated. He was 
born in Utica, and a dozen years ago, in 
Chicago, was engaged in some daring 
forgeries, for which he was arrested in 
Scdalia, Mo., and on trial given a light 
sentence. Shortly after he served a 
sentence of four years and six months in 
the Hartford (Conn.) jail for forgery. 
He also served short sentences at Balti- 
more, Md., and Port Jams, N. Y. After 
that he swindled Philadelphia mere hatiU 
out of 12,000 by means of bogus checks, 
and soon after levied upon San Francis- 
co people to the amount of $12,000. He 
next appeared in Chicago as Lieut. Som- 
erville of the navy, and cut a great social 
swath in his gold-braided uniform. He 
signalised his departure by giving an 
elegant banquet at the Hotel Richelieu 
to a number of prominent people, and 
the next day borrowed $7,000 from the 
same persons and disappeared. Then he 
went to Ithica, N. Y., Europe again, and 
back to New Orleans, where he assumed 
the character of New York Herald cor- 
respondent, and from the head of a 
Shreveport cotton firm secured $1,000. 
Coming to St. Paul, he had considerable 
success under the name of Wilbur F. 
James, and finally confidenced jewellers 
here out of $3,000 worth of goods. From 
here he went to Europe, and his next 
exploit was to cheat Wm. Kendrick's 
Sons, of Louisville, out of diamonds 
worth $1,500. After another vacation iu 
Europe he attacked Omaha, and went 
away from there $5,000 richer. After 
that he went to Boston and bought two 
suits of clothes, offering a forged check 
in payment. For this he was apprehend- 
ed, was brought to St. Paul and convict 
ed for his misdeeds here, and found guilty 
May 19, 1885, being sentenced to twenty- 
four years at Stillwater. He was one of 
the editors of the Prison Mirror, a recent, 
ly established newspaper, and had con- 
ducted himself with so mnch seeming 
rectitude that he had been allowed many

Jealousy Causes John Kohlnson to Take 
th« Life of Oeorge Burns by 
Shooting Him. 

OwiNGBTtiXK, Ky.,Oct. 13.— Late yes- 
terday evening John Robinson, a worth- 
less and vicious negro, shot and instantly 
killed Geo. Burns, in the town of Sharps- 
burg, a highly respected and well to do 
colored man. This is regarded as one of

Some mouths ago Robinson came into 
the community, and, receiving work on 
a turnpike near by, made his home at 
Burns'. He had been there but a short 
time when be married the housekeeper 
aforesaid, knowing full well the relatious 
between the woman and her employer. 
After marriage Robinson and wife con- 
tinued to live with Burns, the woman 
still doing the housework. Jealousy on 
the part of Robinson soon became ap- 
parent, but he smothered his feeling, 
and they managed to get along without 
an open rupture until Wednesday e< 
ing last. On that evening Burns went 
to Sharpsburg on business, and took Rob- 
inson's wife along with him in his wagon, 
ostensibly to assist him in making some 
purchases. This was more than Robin- 
son could stand, atid, following them to 
town, he took a position by the side of 
the store door into which Burns had gone 
to transact some business. With drawn 
revolver Robinson hailed his victim as 
he stepped from the door, but, without 
giving him time to reply or defend him- 
self, shot him through the heart, killing 
him instanly. 

Robinson has but one arm, but is re- 
garded as a bad, vicious negro. The 
murdered man was very popular with 
the negroes of his community, and there 
is strong talk of lynching the assassin. 
Robinson is now in jail awaiting his cx- 
anining trial.

A FAMOUS DUELIST. 



Noted Fronch Fire-Eator. 

Dueling is not an ancient in<t itn- 
tion. No traces of it are to be found 
among any of the nations of anti- 
quity. The medkeval trial by brute 
force would seem to have been the 
foundation of the modem duel. The 
first recognition of tingle combat as a 
regular judicial proceeding li to be 
found in the lawa of Gundebald, 
King of the Bnrgundiane, at the begin- 
ning of the sixth century. The prac- 
tice spread rapidly a mong the warlike 
Franks and in the reign of Charle- 
magne, three hundred years later, 
it had become so universal that not 
only the parties In a common suit at 
law. Init the witnesses ami even tin' 

judges were constantly summoned to 
mortal combat in support of the jus- 
tice of their cause, the truth of their 
testimony or the uprightness of their

ordinance he rendered in 1168, the ob- 
ject of the dispute exceeded Ave "sols" 

or cents, in value -live cents in those 
days being, of course, a much larger 
MUD than it is to-day.

His guileless talk and southern accent, 
his peculiar way of lisping ami othur 
physical oddities, gave to his daily 
Odyssey a smack of the most genuine 

comic buffoonery. 

When the mania for fighting was 
strong within him it was difficult to 
evade his mood. One day he would 
enter a coffee-house, take his teat and

when de Jarnac his hands jrel reeking 
with his kinsman's blood, raised them 
to Heaven ami exclaimed: "Not unto 
me, O Lord, but unto Thy name be 
thanks."

In Henry IV.'s 
reign, and in defiance of his edicts in- 
flicting the penalty of death on all du- 
elists, there fell in duels no fewer than 
four thousand of Ids subject-, v\ idle up- 
wards of fourteen thousand pardons 
were granted for lighting. 

About half way up the Km- de Jour, 
near the Saint c-Kustaehe Church, in 
Paris, is an old house, rendered con- 
spicuous by a wide porch ami extensive 
stock-in-trade ot china. This, two 
centuries ago, was the Hotel do Boy-

The story of Choquart's adventures 
would fill a volume, but I will relate 
only one, wherein I acted as bis sec- 
ond.

THE CONSTITUTION. 



The constitution of the United States 
so bi i f and so simple that somo of 
ir readers may very naturally won- 
der why it should have been so difficult 
o. The convention which 
, numbering at first fifty-eight 
, sat from the close of May to 
the 17th of September, 17H7. Anablor 
body of statesmen has perhaps never 
assembled, and they labored with in- 
tense ami anxious concentration of 
effort for nearly four months. Yet the 
result of their exertions was a docu- 
ment of short and easy paragraphs 
that could be printed in two or threo 

of these columns, and slowly read in 
less than an hour. But consider the 
knotty questions involved In each of 
those quiet simple Httle sentences. 
The first section of the first article set- 
tled one of the most perplexing of 
them all, by ordaining that Congress 
should consist of.JtOO houses. Now, the 
inconveniences of having two legisla- 
tive bodies wero about as well-known 
to the members of the convention as 
they can be to us. 

Those inconveniences arc great and 

numerous. The convention had to 

consider the obstructive ami extreme- 
ly conscrvat ivc character of the Brit- 
ish House of bonis. They had also to 
weigh tho probable consequences of 
eonlidiiig all the law-making power to 
a single house. Here WM a great ques- 
tion, not yet finally settled, perhaps. 

The short* paragraph which .settled it 
in the United States for a century, con- 
tains the result of countless hours of 
study, reflection and discussion. 

Then, again, there was the question, 
so important to Rhode Island. Now 
Jersey and Delaware: How shall tho 
Smaller States be protected against tho 
superior powe 
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At that li,...- of life, especially, I hod 

a Strong reluctam e to lend a louis. so 
1 drew back.

dured. On this rock the convention 
nearly went to pieces, and it was only 

after aome weekaof most anxious, and 

wc may truly say agonizing, discus- 
sion, thai th« convention reached tho 
expedient of having the States equally 
represented in the Senate, but repre- 
sented according to population in the 
Home. 

A fearfully difficult matter to itrrango 
grew out of Slavery. No one was will- 
ing to have the odious word s/'iw, or 
any of its derivatives, in the constitu- 
tion ..f a country claiming to bo, and 
meaning to be. the freest under the 

sun. but the slaves existed; there 
w ere supposed to be a million of them. 
They Were an clement of power, and 
in some of tho Southern States they 
ware too important not to be consid- 
ered in the conditions of union. 

South Carolina, with her slaves 
counted out, would have been so in- 
significant a member of the Union, that 
she never could have willingly joined 
it with that proviso. On tho other 
band, how could the free states con- 
cede to the slave State* an added 
weight in the Union proportioned to 
the number of their slaves, ami this 
without so much as using the offensive 
and incongruous word? A l the same 
time, the Northern Slates, whore 
slaves were few - for there was hardly 
a State in w hich t here w ere not tome 
slaves— were compensated l»y adding 
to the word "representatives" the 
words "and direct taxes." Tho South 
was to have its slaves counted in mak- 
ing up the representation in each 
State, but it must also pay for thom. 

This w as tho hardest problem the 
convention had to solve.and they solved 
it in thn way which, upon the whole, 
was best for the time. Wo need not 
shrink from tho avowal that this de- 
vice of Article l. Section 2, which 
allowed the Southern States to count 
five slaves as three white people hi 
the appointment of representative sand 
direct taxes, was the least compromis- 
ing compromise that was possible 
then. The dreadful word, howover. 
was not employed. Tho slaves came . 
in at the end of an enumeration as. 
"thne Ji/th* uf till other jutioiw" — a 
dainty device win thy of l>r.

Fit Ei> Grant, who 
is the son of his father, and his name 
alone will attract thousands of voters. 
And then, the Labor party, with Henry 
GEoituEat the bead, may cut a big fig- 
ure. If he shows any great strength the 
party that can defeat him will get the 
votes. The Democrats will throw their 
votes to the Republican candidate rather 
than allow George to win, and the Re- 
publicans would join the Democrats to 
prevent bis election. The conservative 
element in the city of New York, the 
capitalists and property holders, are 
afraid of the George party, and are for 
anybody to beat him. 

The Prohibitionist, also, have a ticket 
In tho field, but it is not expected to de- 
Yclop any great strength at this election. 
Their votes will come mostly from the 
Repulicans, while the Labor party will 
draws heaviest from the Democrats.
